(a) wherein the implanted cell is a mammalian non-plasmocyte cell genetically modified with 
a nucleic acid seguence , wherein the nucleic acid sequence comprises a nucleotide 
sequence coding for a nat i v e , unmod i f ie d therapeutic antibody molecule; 

(b) wherein the nucleotide sequence coding for the nat i v e , unmod i f ie d therapeutic antibody 
molecule is operably linked to a promoter for expressing said the nucleotide sequence 
coding the therapeutic antibody mo le cu le in the mammalian non-plasmocyte cell; and 

(c) wherein the nucleotide sequence encoding the antibody molecule is not modified; 

(cd) wherein the nucleic acid comprises a sequence for termination of the transcription, 

situated downstream from the sequence coding for an therapeutic antibody molecule;

(e) wherein translation of the nucleotide and a sequence results in p e rmitting the secretion 
of said the therapeutic antibody molecule from the mammalian non-plasmocyte cell into 
the blood circulation of a host mammal after the implantation of the mammalian non- 
plasmocyte cell into the host mammal.
